the exscution of the duties and rea-onsibilities assigned to the Coordinator
by the resident?

"The Emmtiva {rder of the iresident dated July 11, 1941, Section 5,
states that: 'iithir the limits of such funds as may be allocated to the
Qoordinator of Inforustion by the Premident, the Coordinator may em:loy
nesessary personnel and nake provision fer the necessary supplies, Taeiliticos,
and - services,?

"Alloeations to this Office are mwle by the Fresident 1n accordance with
the provisions of the item 'irergency und for the President! contalned ir
the ¥ilitary ap ';ropri&ticn Act, 1941, approved June 13, 1943, (fublile o,
811, 76th Congress), This sjet is quoted in part, 'Te enable the Frasident,
through the approprizte agencles of the Cmmmzmh s Without reference to
Seetion 3709, Revised Statutes, to orovide for emergencles affectins ths
nationel securlty and deferge and for uath and every purpeéss connected therc-
with, including all of the objects and ppryoses specified under any sporoprition
available or to be made avellable Lo the Var Departrent for the figeal years

nilthough the Aet hareinbafore cited does not specifically provide Tor
or 1limit the amount of "unds thst may be consideared avallanle for entertzir b
axpenaes, the bread purnose of the let weuld appsar to rllow evpenditures
for tha entertainuent o resresentativen of forelsm poverniente and sthare
in the furtherance of officinl “utiss,

*Although the ‘et !'csreinbesfom citod does not srecifieally rrovide for
or linit the amount of funds thet mav he ponaidered avail:shle for entertainnimt
axpenses, the broad purnoses of the iet would nopear to zllow sxpenditures
for the entertaincent of represcntatives of Jorelprn soverniants and others
i the “urtherarce of o"ficisl rutlas, W
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"It wlll be greatly apreeisted if your opinion can e given ihis

The Ixecutive Urder of July 11, 1943, 6 ¥, R, page 3422, provides, ir
part, as followss

¥By virtus of the authority vested in me a3 Presidsnt of the United
States and as Commander in Chisf of the irmy and Wavy of the United 3tutes,
it is ordered as follows:

"ls There is hereby established the position of Coordimator of
Information, »ith authority to collect and analyze all information and date,
which may bear upon natienal seeurity; to corrslate such information and
data, and to meke such infermstion and data avallable to <he President and to
such departments and officiuls of the Government as the rFresident may detorniio:
and to earry cut, when requested by the President, such supplementary
activities as may faeilitete the securing of information important for natiomal
sscurity not now avallsble to the Tovernment,

"5, Tithin the lixits of auch funés as may be allocated to the
Coordinator of Information by the Fresident, the Coordinstor may em-loy
necessary personnel and make rrovisien for the necessary supplies,
faeilitios, and services,”

It 1s a general rule thet exvenditurer for sntertaining intividuale
ray be made omly vwhen authorized by statute and authoriged or arorovel by
proper adninistrative officers, 5 Cormp. Ten, 455; id. 1012

“ith respect Lo the present matter, it appears that funce have been
allocated to your office by the Prusident both under the Fmergency Fund
for the Fresident relsrred to in the submiscion and under & sisilar fund
appropriatad' by the zct of april 5, 1941, Public Law 28, as asended by the
First Supplenental National Defensc sppropriation iet, 1942, “ublie Law
247, approved pugust 25, 1341. vhile neither of these two funds contains
specifie provisions for entertcinnent expensos botl funds are appropricted
in broud terms “"To enable the Iresident, through appropriste cgencies of the
Coverment, to provide for smergencies affocting the nations? sseurity ind

defense and for each =nd evary surpose comneeted therewith,” ‘et of Anril
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Under the ixeeutive orvier, i » tha Coerdinator of information is
authorized to colleot and aralyze and correlate "all information anc data
whieh may bsar upon hational security", with further authority rto carry
out, vhen requested by the Iresicdent, such suprlementary setivities ae may
facilitate the securing of inferration importart fer natienal security not
now availeble to the Govarmment.” Tt is roted, also, that in allecatien
letters of October 14 and 31, 19L1, funds are sllocated to the foord inator
of Inforvation "To be ex ended ¥ * % for renernl administrative exrersss at
the seat of the Covernment and slsewh-re deterrined te he ascasaary v the
Coordinator incident to collecting and analyzing infermation and dats bearin
upon the national ssourity,m

In view of the gbove, it sppears rezsonable to conclude that the funds
here 1n?ﬁlvad are available for expernses for entertalnuent if the use ror
thet purpose 1s detersdned to ve nacessary in carrying out the purpose
for which the funds were appropriated, that is, to “provide for energencies
affecting the nationel security and defense.”\ Aceordingly, in speeifie
ansﬁer o the cuestion subritied, T have tc advise that if it be admini-
stratively deterainod by you that expenses for entertainment are essential
to enable you to collect infermation which may bear upon national securlty,
the funds referred to in vour letter, supra, for diseharsing ouch dut’es
may be considered available for such murrosa,
